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Prison term for 
blackmailer 
caught in trap

A BUNGLING blackmailer was snared 
after being tricked into picking up a 
bag full of post-it notes thinking it 
was £35,000 in cash. 

Steven Bunting, of High Barns, Ely, 
tried to get the cash from retired opera 
singer David Fieldsend by sending a 
letter threatening to “hurt” his son and 
ex-wife. 

But, the 46-year-old fell for a trap set 
by police after they discovered his fin¬ 
ger print on the envelope. 

In the letter, delivered on October 27, 
Mr Fieldsend, 67, was told to leave 
£35,000 in cash in a bin by Ely Golf 
Club by Hallowe’en night or his ex- 
wife Jane and son Tom, 31, would be in 
danger. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting at 
Cambridge Crown Court, said: “The 
letter said he and his family’s emails 
and phones had been tapped, and that 
they would be hurt if Mr Fieldsend 
went to the police. 

“It said Mr Fieldsend had money as 
he had just sold his father’s home in 
Barnsley and had got £45,000 from it. 

“The letter also said the police would 
get hurt if he reported it.”

Mr Fieldsend said he was frightened 
by the letter and decided to go straight 
to the police. 

The letter was traced by fingerprints 
to Bunting - who Mr Fieldsend knew 
through Ely Beet Social Club - and 
police then set a trap for him by leav¬ 
ing the bag full of post-it notes in the 
bin. 

Police then watched from a distance 


as Bunting’s car pulled up with his 
8-year-old son Charlie in the back. 

They saw the defendant drive away, 
and then return, check the bag and 
drop it back in the bin. 

Police tailed Bunting as he drove off 
and promptly arrested him. 

Bunting initially denied writing the 
letter, saying he had been given it by a 
pair of Lithuanians and that his son 
had made him stop to see the bag. 

He later pleaded guilty at Cambridge 
Crown Court. 

Nicola Devas, mitigating, said the 
defendant had “panicked” after receiv¬ 
ing a £15,000 VAT bill. 

She added: “He is very ashamed. His 
wife does not work due to ill-health 
and he works hard to provide for his 
8-year-old son and 16-year-old daugh¬ 
ter. He is likely to be declared bank¬ 
rupt and is worried about how his 
family will cope if he goes to prison.” 

Judge Jonathan Haworth jailed him 
for three years on Friday. 

Speaking after the trial, Mr Fieldsend 
said: “I felt chilled and numb when the 
letter came, but I immediately thought 
‘I’m going to the police. I’m not going 
to be threatened like that.’” 

He added: “I think he got the sen¬ 
tence he deserved.”

Station staffing 
‘is improving’ 


PROGRESS is being made to 
address staffing issues at Ely 
railway station, frustrated 
commuters are being 
assured. 

Abellio Greater Anglia has 
come under fire from rail 
users in recent months, with 
services at the busy station 
being branded “utterly inade¬ 
quate”. 

The issues - mainly long 
queues in the ticket office at 
peak times - began in the 
summer and this week, Ely 
News was contacted by resi¬ 
dents complaining that the 
rail firm still “desperately” 
needed to appoint more staff 
at the station. 

Stephen Blackwood, of 
Cambridge Road, Ely, said: 
“In August, Abellio Greater 
Anglia assured us all that the 
issues were due to a lack of 
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staff, and that a recruitment 
process was in place. 

“We’re now more than four 
months down the line and 
things are still as dire as ever. 

“The queues in the ticket 
office were horrendous at the 
weekend, and are most days. 

“Christmas is a busy time 
and there are thousands of 
people passing through Ely 
station everyday - more staff 
are needed urgently.” 

Another rail user, who did 
not want to be named, said: 
“When are the improvements 
to services at Ely rail station 
which we were promised 
going to be delivered? 

“More staff are desperately 
needed. The queues are ridic¬ 
ulous and tempers are fraying 


more than ever.” 

A spokeswoman for Abellio 
Greater Anglia said: “Two new 
employees are now in post in 
the ticket office. A further 
new recruit, who started this 
week, and two more, who will 
join the team during mid- 
December, will undergo a 
training programme before 
taking up their positions in 
the ticket office. 

“All five new team members 
are local to the Ely area and 
their appointments mean 
that the ticket office will be 
fully staffed from early next 
year. 

“In the interim period, and 
as December is a very busy 
time at the station, additional 
staff are present in the book¬ 
ing hall every day who are 
able to sell tickets from hand¬ 
held ticket machines.”

Union fury over 
council survey 


A CONSERVATIVE question¬ 
naire sent to homes in the Ely 
area has caused outrage 
among union staff members 
at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC). 

Ron Bradney, chairman of 
the South East 

Cambridgeshire Conservative 
group, which put together the 
survey, insists the questions 
asked are “fair” and that staff 
should not feel angry or upset 
in any way. 

But Julie Cornwell, chair¬ 
man of the East Cambs Local 
Government Branch of 
Unison, said members are 
“dismayed and disgusted” by 
the questionnaire’s tone and 
content. 

There are 12 questions, 
which ask homeowners about 
everything from recycling to 
council tax, and some of the 
questions differ for residents 
across the district. 

One of the questions which 
has caused staff the most 
upset is: ‘ECDC has recently 
cut the number of manage¬ 
ment jobs at the council. 
Which comment best 
describes how you feel about 
this?’ 

There are three choices: 
‘Unfortunate but necessary’, 
‘Overdue; they waste public 
money’ and ‘Backward step.’ 

In a letter to Ely News, which 
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is printed in full on page 6, 
Mrs Cornwell said: “The 
Conservative group surely 
cannot in one breath indicate 
that staff waste money, whilst 
at the same time bask in the 
glow of a “Conservative” good 
news story regarding 
increased recycling rates 
through the introduction of a 
wheeled bin waste collection 
service. 

“This success came about 
because those “maligned 
managers” made a bid for a 
Central Government grant to 
deliver the project. 

“The wording of such ques¬ 
tions is outrageous, omitting 
to mention that the functions 
carried out by local authority 
staff are set, either by legisla¬ 
tion in Parliament or by local 
politicians, supposedly rep¬ 
resenting local views. 

“Managers and staff at the 
council currently work to the 
priorities set by the 
Conservative leading group. 

“It is these councillors who 
are responsible for giving 
direction on the services 
delivered locally and who 
decide on the budget availa¬ 
ble to deliver them.” 

She added: “If your elected 
representatives are now say¬ 
ing there has been wastage 


they should look to them¬ 
selves and the repercussions 
of their political decision 
making.” 

Mr Bradney said the aim of 
the survey, which has been 
sent to thousands of homes 
across the district, is to “gauge 
the views of the taxpayer”. 

He said: “I don’t think the 
council staff should feel 
angry or upset about the 
questionnaire. 

“I’d say the questions are 
fair and a very similar ques¬ 
tionnaire was sent out by the 
group around three years 
ago. 

“The aim of the survey is to 
gauge the views of the tax¬ 
payer and in all honesty, we 
need to know the good, the 
bad and the ugly 

“Each question has three or 
four answers to choose from, 
which is why I would argue 
each question is fair, and at 
the end of the day, our resi¬ 
dents are entitled to express 
their views. 

“I’d like to add that it is not 
the council which has paid for 
this questionnaire, which is 
what some people have been 
saying. The party group and 
its members have paid for it.”

Homes plan is 
rejected again 


CONTENTIOUS plans to 
build more than 120 homes 
on land near Ely have been 
rejected - again. 

Cheshire-based firm 
Gladman Developments Ltd’s 
proposals to build 128 new 
homes on land north of Field 
End in Witchford have been 
refused by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee. 

The controversial applica¬ 
tion was thrown out by the 
committee in August due to 
numerous concerns - mainly 
over highways issues, and a 
lack of available places at the 
village’s schools. 

However, in the same 
month Gladmans then 
launched an appeal against 
the decision with the 
Secretary of State, and sub- 
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mitted a revised application 
in a bid to satisfy the con¬ 
cerns raised. 

But that revised application 
has failed to win over the 
committee and has been 
rejected. 

In her report, planning 
officer Penelope Mills, who 
was recommending that the 
scheme was refused, said: 
“The construction of up to 
128 residential dwellings on 
an unallocated site in the 
countryside would be con¬ 
trary to policies CS1 and CS2 
of the East Cambridgeshire 
Core Strategy 2009, which 
restricts residential develop¬ 
ment in such locations. It 
would also be contrary to 
policies GROWTH1 and 
GROWTH2 of the draft East 


Cambridgeshire Local Plan 
February 2014. 

“It is considered that there 
are no material planning rea¬ 
sons that would justify set¬ 
ting aside these sound plan¬ 
ning policies.” 

She said that the applica¬ 
tion was “not only contrary to 
the policies within the adopt¬ 
ed Core Strategy and the 
emerging Local Plan, but is 
also at odds with the local 
aspirations for the future 
development of Witchford” 
and that the proposed devel¬ 
opment “would result in 
adverse effects in terms of 
local education provision, as 
there is insufficient capacity 
to meet the needs of the addi¬ 
tional population resulting 
from the development.” 

Gladmans’ planning appeal 
is ongoing.

Council survey is a disgrace 

UNISON members at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council are dismayed and disgusted 
by the tone and content of a recent survey sent 
to householders in Ely and surrounding 
villages by the local Conservative party.

find out how residents will vote in the General 
Election next May) this survey contains some 
very loaded questions which, in their wording, 
give a negative view of your council’s staff and 
their work. One question actually invites 
residents to say whether they think staff at the 
Council are “wasting your money”! 

The wording of such questions is outrageous, 
omitting to mention that the functions carried 
out by local authority staff are set, either by 
legislation in Parliament or by local politicians, 
supposedly representing local views. Managers 
and staff at the council work to the priorities 
set by the Conservative Leading Group. It is 
these councillors who are responsible for 
giving direction on the services delivered 
locally and who decide on the budget available 
to deliver them! If your elected representatives 
are now saying there has been wastage they 
should look to themselves and the 
repercussions of their political decision 
making. 

The Conservative Group surely cannot, in one 
breath, indicate that staff waste money, whilst 
at the same time bask in the glow of a 
“Conservative” good news story regarding 
increased recycling rates through the 
introduction of a wheeled bin waste collection 
service. This success came about because 
those “maligned managers” made a bid for a 
Central Government grant to deliver the 
project. Managers and staff then guided the 
project through from start to finish bringing 
the new service in on time and to budget. 

To do so they worked many additional hours to 
make sure bins were delivered across the 
district and residents’ queries answered. 
Another question in the survey asks local 
residents, who clearly would have no 
knowledge of the council’s pay structure, 
whether staff should receive an incremental 
pay rise. The question gives no background 
information or detail about contractual issues 
and national agreements and fails to mention 
that council staff have had no increases in pay 
for the past three years. Indeed, many senior 
officers have had significant cuts to their 
salaries as a result of recent changes to the 
staffing structure at the council. 

This cynical way of posing questions is at best 
unprofessional and at worst assumes that the 
public can be manipulated to respond in a way 
which suits the Conservative Group agenda.

Sadly the employer/staff relationship at your 
council now seems to be breaking down 
completely. 

The Conservative Group, and the Chief 
Executive, have ceased to communicate 
meaningfully with staff. In the circumstances, 
following the series of compulsory 
redundancies and salary reductions recently 
imposed, it is hardly surprising that several 
highly experienced and qualified staff have 
chosen to leave the council to take up posts 
with other authorities. You may also have read 
the recent announcement that, following staff 
resignations, the council’s Forward Planning 
Service is now to be provided, on contract by 
Peterborough City Council - the beginning of 
the end to truly local services for residents of 
East Cambridgeshire. 

Shame on you Leading Group. Instead of 
trying to score cheap points by feeding the 
flame of the prejudice constantly meted out to 
the public sector by Central Government and 
trying to perpetuate the myth that staff all 
receive “gold-plated” pay and pension deals 
when there are thousands of low paid, part 
time staff who provide vital services, you 
should be talking constructively with your 
employees, making an effort to connect with 
the staff you employ and working with them to 
improve the services this council should 
deliver.

Have your 
say on 
moorings 

BOATERS, residents and organisations are 
being urged to have their say on how 
moorings are managed along Ely’s 
Riverside. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council had 
been working to extend the existing 
Mooring Bylaw which had a ‘no return for 
48 hour’ clause to provide a consistent 
enforcement approach for visitors - 
something which the boating community 
has been calling on for some time. 

However, during the final stages of this 
work, an outside representation was made 
to the Secretary of State regarding the 
legality of the existing and proposed 
Mooring Bylaw. After seeking legal advice, 
the council says it had no option but to 
revoke the existing and proposed Mooring 
Bylaws in October. 

Over the last month, a range of alternative 
solutions to manage the moorings have 
been considered by a group of interested 
parties and the idea proposed is to issue a 
‘mooring charge notice’ to boaters for 
overstaying a specified length of stay.

5% rise in railway 
station passengers 

ELY railway station had the second highest 
number of passengers in Cambridgeshire 
last year, figures show. 

A new Office of Rail Regulation report 
shows that there were 1,976,134 exits and 
entrances at the station from April 2013 to 
March 2014. 

During the same period the previous year, 
there were 1,878,246, which is an increase 
of around five per cent. 

Ely was second only to Cambridge station, 
which is the most used station in 
Cambridgeshire, and in the whole of the 
East of England, with a total of an estimated 
9,824,859 entrances and exits by. 

The report, based on ticket sales for 
2013/14, shows that Abellio Greater Anglia 
saw an estimated 183,686,306 entrances 
and exits at all its stations from April 2013 
to March - a six per cent rise compared to 
the previous 12-month period. 

At Littleport’s station, the figure for 
passengers was 225,024, while at Shippea 
Hill, it was just 12.

Leader’s homes plans approved 


COUNCIL leader James 
Palmer has secured planning 
permission to build two new 
properties behind his home in 
Soham. 

It was in September that Mr 
Palmer, leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, applied to the 
authority to demolish existing 
dairy buildings at the back of 
his home in Sand Street and 
for two detached two- 
bedroom bungalows to be 
built in their place. 

His proposals were approved 
by the council’s planning 
committee on Wednesday. 


Case officer Rebecca Saunt 
said: “The site is located 
within the development 
envelope and conservation 
area of Soham, and within the 
grounds of a Grade II listed 
building. 

“The land to which the 
application relates was 
previously a cattle farmyard 
and dairy and comprises two 
large farm/dairy buildings 
which were associated with 
the business, together with a 
section of residential garden. 

“While the proposal leads to 
the loss of an employment site, 
given the location of the site, 


the size of the site, its shared 
access and close proximity to 
residential properties it is 
considered that a business in 
this location could have an 
adverse impact on residential 
amenity and also on the 
setting of a listed building. 

“The proposal would not 
have an adverse impact on 
either residential or visual 
amenity, ecology or 
highways.” 

The committee heard that no 
objections had been made 
against the plans and that 
Soham Town Council had no 
concerns.

A FILM produced with the help of 
an Ely man to raise awareness 
about the devastating Ebola situ¬ 
ation in West Africa has received 
support from Prince William. 

Colin Stevens, from Ely, is an 
associate producer at Purple Field 
Productions - a charity which 
makes films and videos for edu¬ 
cational and humanitarian pur¬ 
poses.

situation in their country. 

In a YouTube video launched by 
the Palace, Prince William says 
he is watching the Ebola situation 
with “great concern” and he 
expresses support for the group of 
young filmmakers. 

Mohammed Conteh, director of 
the Future View Film Group, said: 
“This is a dream come true and 
we don’t know what we can say to 
express how happy we are to 
know that Prince William has 
watched our video and is pleased 
with it. 

“We want to say we are very 
proud of what we do, but we 


believe that without the help of 
Purple Field Productions, it would 
not have been achieved. 

“They have been supporting us 
in countless ways and we are 
happy we are working together.” 

Purple Field Productions was 
set up in 2004 by Elspeth Waldie 
in order to make a feature film to 
help combat fear and prejudice 
surrounding disability in 
Bangladesh. 

A spokesman for the charity 
said: “The moving image is 


known to be one of the most pow¬ 
erful and memorable means of 
communication. Furthermore, in 
developing countries film shows 
are always popular and attract 
large audiences. 

“For each project, Purple Field 
Productions works in partnership 
with a collaborator - usually a 
small charity or NGO who work in 
the field and see the need for a 
film, but cannot afford to make 
one themselves. 

“The collaborator contributes 


knowledge of the subject and of 
the community, Purple Field 
Productions provides the film- 
making skills and equipment. 

“Each project is set up so that 
everyone involved has an invest¬ 
ment in making it a success.”

“Our engineers will be working 
round the clock over both week¬ 
ends to ensure work is completed 
on schedule. We hope people will

understand why this work is so 
essential: however, we also appre¬ 
ciate that it will be inconvenient.

Petition fails to stop homes 


CONTENTIOUS plans to build 16 new 
affordable homes in Littleport have 
been approved - despite a petition 
from worried residents. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning committee gave AJ 
Lee Developments Ltd’s proposals for a 
parcel of land north east of 5 Back Lane 
the go-ahead at a meeting last week. 

The decision was made despite plan¬ 
ning officer Ann Caffall recommend¬ 
ing the scheme be refused - and a 
petition from the Station Road and 
Back Lane Residents’ and

Homeowners’ Association signed by 
30 people. 

The new properties, which will all be 
rented or shared-ownership, will be 
made up of 12 two-bedroom semi¬ 
detached, two three-bedroom semi¬ 
detached, one four-bedroom detached 
houses as well as one three-bedroom 
detached. 

Among the concerns raised by resi¬ 
dents were the access to the site, the 


increase in traffic, the impact the 
development could have on their 
homes and poor drainage. 

Karen Pring, chairman of the resi¬ 
dents’ association, said: “The develop¬ 
ment will make life unbearable. Our 
concerns have not been addressed.” 

Cllr David Ambrose Smith, whose 
ward is Littleport East, also expressed 
concern. He said: “I have no qualms 
about affordable housing. 

“It’s obvious we do need affordable 
housing in the district but unfortu¬ 
nately it’s in the wrong area. 


“There are other areas where this 
development would go and I would ask 
the developers to look at these other 
areas rather than put these in place 
where it’s not wanted by any local dis¬ 
trict or the highways authority.”

More than 
15% of Year 
6 pupils are 
now obese 

ALMOST 20 per cent of Year 6 
school pupils in 
Cambridgeshire are obese, 
according to new statistics. 

The latest National Child 
Measurement Programme 
data published by the Health 
and Social Care Information 
Centre shows that in 2013/14, 
16.3 per cent of Year 6 pupils 
in the county are classed as 
obese. According to the 
figures, 12.8 per cent are 
overweight. 

When it comes to reception- 
age children, 12.8 per cent are 
classed as overweight and 8.1 
per cent are obese. 

Responding to the report, 
Eustace de Sousa, national 
lead for children, young people 
and families at Public Health 
England, said: “It is deeply 
concerning that there is an 
actual doubling of child 
obesity rates from reception to 
the end of primary school, and 
that children from low-income 
households are significantly 
more likely to be overweight 
or obese. 

“We know that over a third 
of children leaving primary 
school are overweight or 
obese which makes them 
much more likely to be 
overweight or obese as 
adults.”

‘Cheaper homes 
could disappear 1 


CHANGES to housing policy 
announced by the 
Government will have a ‘dev¬ 
astating effect’ on affordable 
homes for rural families, it is 
feared. 

Cambridgeshire ACRE 
(Action with Communities in 
Rural England), the local 
branch of the country’s lead¬ 
ing rural network, has spoken 
out after Housing Minister 
Brandon Lewis announced 
the removal of Section 106 
agreements from sites of 
fewer than 10 homes. 

These agreements - known 
as planning obligations - 
require developers to provide 
contributions, such as afford¬ 
able homes or playgrounds, 
to offset negative impacts 
caused by construction and 
development. 

ACRE had warned the min¬ 
ister that small-scale devel-

opers may simply stop build¬ 
ing affordable homes if the 
changes went ahead. 

The charity, the national 
voice for England’s 38 rural 
community councils, had 
called on the Government to 
exempt all sites in communi¬ 
ties with a population under 
3,000. 

ACRE’S head of rural insight 
Nick Chase said: “This deci¬ 
sion by the Housing Minister 
will have a devastating effect 
on affordable housing for 
rural communities up and 
down the country. 

“Despite warnings from 
housing associations and 
other rural organisations, the 
minister has gone ahead with 
a policy change that could 
reduce the number of rural 


affordable homes on small 
sites to nil over the coming 
years. 

“This decision takes power 
away from local communities 
who should have the right to 
say what type of housing they 
want in their area. 

“This is a real slap in the 
face for hard-working fami¬ 
lies on low incomes. They will 
now find it almost impossible 
to afford a house in their 
community and may be 
forced to move if rents con¬ 
tinue to rise. 

“There will, no doubt, be an 
increase in housing in rural 
areas as a result of these 
changes - but we expect to 
see developers only building 
housing at market prices to 
obtain the greatest profits. 

“More executive homes 
won’t provide a sustainable 
future for our communities.” 


Make your house name visible, residents told 


AMBULANCE chiefs are urging 
residents to make sure their 
house name or number is clearly 
visible. 

The East of England Ambulance 
Service NHS Trust (EEAST) says 
the easier it is for ambulance 
crews to find people’s properties, 
the quicker they will be able to 
get to patients in the case of an 
emergency. 

The trust says people should 
make sure their house number is 


near a light and large enough to 
be seen from further down the 
road, that they should place their 
house name or number on a wall 
or gatepost next to the road as 
well as on the door if possible, 
and that cutting back foliage 
regularly will enable crews to see 
the name or number clearly. 

Brett Norton, senior manager of 
EEAST’s control room, said: 
“Every minute saved is vital to a 
patient’s chances of survival but 


unfortunately crucial seconds or 
minutes can be lost driving up 
and down long roads looking for 
properties. 

“Often not having a clearly 
visible house number or failing to 
give information about a 
potentially difficult-to-find 
address could mean the 
difference between life and 
death.”

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Decorations 
from outside 



YOU may be tempted by expensive, 
fancy table decorations and wreaths 
in the shops, but, if you look in your 
garden, you’ll find some brilliant indoor 
adornments for free. 

All you need for an effective table 
decoration, for instance, is a few 
uniform-sized small glass holders into 
which a single cone can be placed, 
topped with a flower such as an orchid, 
as demonstrated by Judith Blacklock, 
principal of The Judith Blacklock Flower 
School, who has taught celebrities in¬ 
cluding Kirstie Allsopp, Gordon Ramsay 
and Keeley Hawes. 

"It's such a wonderful time because 
gardens and hedgerows are full of won¬ 
derful things you can use at this time 
of year, including bare stems, fir cones 
and berries. Just use your eyes and if 
you see something exciting, you can 
make something wonderful with it," 
says Judith. 

Garden foliage can form the base 
of a cornucopia of decorations. Take 
clippings from evergreens including 
conifers, box, holly and ivy, to make a 
base for wreaths and swags to which

you can add berries, fruits, baubles and 
bows. 

Common plants which are ideal for 
indoor decorations include Skimmia 
japonica, which has glossy red berries 
and leaves which are much easier to 
handle than holly because they don't 
have the accompanying spikes, Judith 
says. 

"Variegated holly is another great 
choice because of the wonderful 
variegated foliage, while berried ivy, 
Hedera helix 'Arborescens' produces 
black fruits which are at their best at 
Christmas. 


"Fruiting ivy can be found in virtually 
every garden hedgerow and placed 
in a vase with flowers like anemo¬ 
nes threaded through," she explains. 
"Spray the leaves with gold for a really 
festive effect." 

Add skimmia and bay from your 
garden to traditional wreaths. If you 
want to add bits of dried fruit, cin¬ 
namon sticks, berries or baubles, make 
sure you have plenty of them because, 
if you only have a few, they are much 
harder to place. 

Judith says: "Go natural - collect, use 
and spray leaves, berries, seed heads 
and cones. The best way to spray is by 
placing your finds in a small box. Spray 
once, close and rattle the box, then 
open and spray again. Smooth textured 
plant material takes spray much more 
effectively that those with a rough 
texture such as teasels." 

I personally always buy a real Christ¬ 
mas tree because the clippings go some 
way to creating an impressive wreath or 
table decorations. 

Even if you have an artificial tree, 
you can clip a few branches of your 


own conifer or pine to make it look 
real, Judith notes. 

"Place them at intervals on the fake 
tree's branches, pushing the stem ends 
to the trunk. You'll find it hard to tell 
the difference. You can also use Christ¬ 
mas tree off-cuts or conifer branches 
on your mantelpiece, window ledge 
or for a long-lasting centrepiece. Cut 
branches into short pieces and insert 
in foam, add a few roses or gerbera to 
complete." 

Judith has even developed a design 
featuring a brussels sprout base topped 
with skimmia berries and anemones. 
Just cut a piece of foam (keep it dry) 
into a vertical column that is sufficiently 
wide and tall to hold a container. 


Press the container firmly into the 
foam to mould the shape and depth of 
it and then remove the container and 
with a knife cut out the piece of foam 
so that your container will fit. The rim 
of the container should rise just above 
the foam. 

Cut some cocktail sticks in two. Trim 
the spouts so that they have a smooth 
base and insert a stick into the base of 
each sprout, positioning them in the 
foam. Repeat until the foam is covered. 
Pour water into the inner container and 
evenly arrange your foliage, berries and 
flowers. 

Bringing a little of your garden inside 
can really get you into the Christmas 
spirit.

The machine needs just 
one operator, whereas 
the previous process 
involved six people. 

A robot with a laser- 
guided 3D vision system 
scans the box of wound 
spools, works out the

tated and loading them 
into the machine. 

A separate loading sys¬ 
tem feeds empty spools 
from a hopper before the 
ends are fitted and 
locked in place.

All-new Viva set for 
launch in new year 



THE VAUXHALL VIVA: 2015 launch 


THE Viva is dead, but long live the 
Viva, says Vauxhall as it unveils a 
brand new affordable small car - 
albeit without prices. 

The Luton-based company is res¬ 
urrecting the Viva name, last seen 
on cars made between 1963 and 
1979, for a new supermini based 
around ‘durability’ and ‘practicali¬ 
ty’- 

It sits between the city car and 
supermini segments in size, at 
around 2cm longer than the Hyundai 
ilO and 18cm longer than a 
Volkswagen Up. 

However, its real selling point is 
likely to be price. Vauxhall has 
developed it to fend off the likes of 
the ultra-affordable Dacia Sandero, 
as well as strong opposition from 
Kia and Hyundai - although since 
the Viva project was signed off, the 
Koreans have crept a little upmar¬ 
ket. 

Vauxhall has chosen not to reveal 
prices at this time, much to the frus¬ 
tration of driving schools every¬ 
where. 

Vauxhall has not yet said how 
much the new Viva will cost. Agila 
prices start at £8,695 and there have 
been reports that its replacement 
could start at around £7,500. 

Features of the new Viva include 
heated seats and a heated steering 
wheel. After first appearing in the 
ADAM ROCKS AIR and subsequently 
the New Corsa, VIVA is the latest 
Vauxhall to feature its new 1.0-litre 
three-cylinder ECOTEC engine. 


Specially-developed for VIVA, this 
75PS powertrain is smooth, punchy 
and efficient, and is mated to a slick 
five-speed transmission. 

Like its stablemates ADAM and 
Corsa, Viva is fully-connected 
thanks to the IntelliLink infotain¬ 
ment system, which allows seamless 
integration of Apple iOS and Android 
devices. 

It’s also equipped with ESP featur¬ 
ing traction control, ABS with 
Electronic Brake-Force Distribution 


and Hill Start Assist, which prevents 
the car from rolling back when start¬ 
ing on a slope. Further safety options 
can be selected including Lane 
Departure Warning. 

“On sale next year at an extremely 
attractive price point, Viva joins 
new Corsa and Adam in a compel¬ 
ling small car portfolio, giving 
Vauxhall an unrivalled position in 
the small car market,” said Tim 
Tozer, Vauxhall’s chairman and 
managing director.
